. Fever Pracuz—The voice of alarm sweeps over the Atlantic. 

On account of. the yellow fever visitation 40,000 of the population of Memphis, 
Tennessee, U.S.A., have fled to other parts, leaving 10,000 of the poorer and 
more helpless class in the infected city. There the remnants are likely to 
abide, unless swept off by the relentless plague, as other cities and towns are 
adopting stringent restrictive measu#™ to prevent refugees from Memphis 
finding shelter within their confines. The fearful ravages made by the dread- 
ful malady last year, fills the people of the south with abject fear. Their 
hearts fail them at its death-dealing approach, rendering them more suscepti- 
ble to seizure in its pestilential embrace.

VISITATIONS AND PLEADINGS.

From Saturday night till Sunday morning, Aug. 3rd, a terrific storm of 
thunder, lightning, hail and rain visited the midland counties of this country. 


The thunder was so tremendously deafening and the lightning so vivid, as it 
streaked through the air in rapid successive flashes, that the people in some 


localities were terrified. The electric fluid struck in numerous places, doing 

much damage to buildings and, in some instances, causing loss of life. The 
crops were greatly damaged by the hailstones, which were very large. Con- 
servatories and nurseries were demolished by the shower. The rain descended 
in sheets, flooding large tracts of country, thousands of acres being inundated. 
In some places services were held in sectarian churches in which special 
thanksgivings were offered for the preservation of the worshipers from the 
dangers of the storm. Cambridgeshire, Warwickshire, Norfolk, Surrey and 
Monmouthshire seem to have suffered most from this visitation. ~ 

The catalogue of the misfortunes of this country is swelling to most ‘alarming 


proportions. We deem it our duty to inform the people. that it is the voice 


of God calling upon them to repent and turn unto him and live. Modern 


revelation informs us that after the testimonies of His servants cometh the ‘ 


testimonies of his judgments. Probably no nation, with the exception perhaps 
of Denmark, has had the Gospel more thorpughly preached to it than Great 
Britain, and some thousands—but few, however, compared with the mass of 
the people—have listened to the voice of warning and gathered with the 
Saints. And now the elders generally are going from city to city and village 
to village declaring the great message of the latter-day.dispensation. Their 
declarations will not fall to the grou They will bear fruit, either to the 


salvation or condemnation of those hear. Those who iat their ears and | 


hearts to their testimonies, will be visited by the evidences of the displeasure 
of the Almighty. And not only will it be so with those nations who hear 
and reject the message, but those iron-bound nations who utterly refuse to 
allow the servants of God access to their dominions, will be broken in pieces 
like “a potter’s vessel,” for this “ Gospel of the kingdom” must be preached 
unto all nations, “for a witness” before the coming of the end. 

In these days men repudiate the statement that God has spoken from 
heaven. Nevertheless let them take note of what the voice of modern revela- 
tion declares, that they may compare its statements with present events and 
future occurrences as they develop and roll from this time forward. Listen 


| 
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to the language of instruction from Jesus Christ, given at Kirtland, Ohio, 
U.S.A., September, 1832, through Joseph Smith, to those whose duty it was — 
to warn and teach this generation : 

“ Whoso receiveth you receiveth me, and the same will feed you, and clothe 
you, and give you money. And he who feeds you, or clothes you, or gives you 
money, shall in nowise loose his reward. Arid he that doeth not these things 
is not my disciple. He that receiveth you not, go away from him alone by 
yourselves, and cleanse your feet even with water, pure water, whether in heat 
or in cold, and bear testimony of it unto your Father which is in heaven, and 
return not again untothat man. And in whatsoever village or city ye enter 
do likewise. Nevertheless search diligently and spare not’; and wo unto that 
house, or village, or city that rejecteth you, or your words, ‘ot your testimony 
- of me. For I, the Almighty, have laid my hands upon the nations, to scourge 
them for their wickedness. And plagues shall go forth, and they shall not be 
taken from the earth until I have completed my work which shall be cut short 
in righteousness, until all shall know me who remain.” 

As to the manner in which the Lord is calling and will call upon the nations 
another revelation, given at Kirtland, in February, 1831, says : 

“QO, ye nations of the earth, how often would I have gathered you together 
as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, but ye would not? How 
often have I called upon you by the mouth of my servants, and by the minis- 
tering of angels, and by mine own voice, and by the voice of thunderings, and 
by the voice of lightnings, and by the voice of tempests, and by the voice of 
earthquakes, and great hailstorms, and by the voice of famines and pestilences 
of every kind.” 

Also in the revelation, given December 25th, 1832, in which is predicted the 
late American war of the rebellion, the following passage occurs : 

“ And thus with the sword, and by bloodshed, the inhabitants of the earth 
shall mourn ; and with famine, and plague, and earthquakes, and the thunder 
of heaven, anil the fierce and vivid lightning also, shall the inhabitants of the 
earth be eile to feel the wrath and indignation and chasten hand of an 
Almighty God, until the consumptipn decreed hath made a full end of all 
nations.” 

The message of revelation in this eo) is received by but few. Nevertheless 
it is the duty of the elders of the Church to declare it. Therefore let their 
voices be heard in whatsoever land they may sojourn. If they are diligent in 
the discharge of this godlike duty, they will be held blameless when dire cala- 
mity shall overwhelm the nations, and Wie Spirit and power of God will bear 
them up in all their labors. We bear witness that the “Great day of the 
Lord is at hand,” and we know that our testimony is true, because it has been 
manifested to us in many ways, and most plainly of all by the “Still small 
voice of the Spirit.” :

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ASSASSINATION OF ELDER JOSEPH STANDING. 

Ir is mournful to have to state that there appears little room for doubt that 
another servant of the Living God has fallen a victim to assassination. 
_ According to a published account which we have perused, the blood of 
‘Brother Joseph Standing, a young elder from Utah, cries from the soil of 
Georgia, U.S., ;for vengeance upon his murderers and all who give the 
sanction of approval, whether in the internal feelings or outward expressions, 
.to the atrocious deed. | | 

We extract the following from an article which appeared in the Liverpool 
Mercury of August 5th : | 

The Atlanta correspondent of the New York 7%mes, under date of July —, 
gives en pe of the assassination of a Mormon elder, Joseph Standing, an 
says that no murder for years past has created such a sensation in Georgia. 
On the previous Sunday, Standing and his companion had been unusually 
active in their efforts to obtain converts to Mormonism, and had succeeded in 
several cases. On Monday morning they applied at the railroad station for 
half-fare tickets, — that they were missionaries. Half-rates were refused, 
but they went from Dalton to Varnall’s station, in Catoosa County. When 
they got off the train, a crowd of men came up and arrested them, claiming 
authority of the county. They took Standing and his companion out in the 
woods, and told them they meant to whip them. Standing asked for what, 
and they replied that he was raising too big a row in the county. | 

The account further states that after a repetition of the threat to whip the 
two missionaries, several of the mobbers rushed at Brother Standing. “A 
voice cried, ‘Stand back.’ Just then some one fired, and Standing fell dead — 
with a bullet in his brain.” It is also stated that the other missionary plead 
that his life might be spared, and he was left unharmed, the murderers 
dispersing in every direction. According to the published statement, the 
companion of the murdered man carried his remains to Ringold, and they 
were conveyed from that point to Utah. 3 

The inhabitants of Catoosa are greatly out by this occurrence, and 


demand that justice shall be done to the murderers. Twelve warrants are 
now out, but the persons connected with the murder have disappeared. 


Let it be remembered that this bloody scene was not enacted in a country 
inhabited by barbarians. The perpetrators of this cold-blooded murder were ~ 
not uncivilized savages. Had such been the case there would have been com- 
paratively small room for wondermigt. The locality of the assassination is 
the heart of a so-called Christian nation. There is small room for doubt that 
the red-handed assassins were professed followers of the meek and lowly 
Jesus, Those who care nothing for religion are generally indifferent as to the 
success of the elders of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, or of 

the operations of any other religionists. It is those whose “crafts are in 
danger,” that are infuriated with sectarian hate, and are ready to embrue 
their hands in the blood of those who advocate the doctrines of the pure 
Gospel of Christ. 7 

Within the last three or four years a vigorous missionary labor has been 
prosecuted in the Southern States of America. The elders have been suc- 


| | 
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cessful in raising up numerous branches. This work has probably been more 
successful in the State of Georgia than any other part of the South. The 
- opposition there and elsewhere, from sectarian sources, has been malignant 
and intense. This bitter spirit of persecution has been incited by the priests, 
most generally of the Methodist persuasion. The missionaries have, in differ- 
ent parts, been waited upon by bodies of armed men, and threatened with 
death if they did not leave the country. Houses in which Brother John 
Morgan, President of the Southern States Mission, and other elders have been 
preaching, have been fired at by Ku-klux gangs. Not only have the priests 
incited these barbarous exhibitions of fanaticism, but it has been discovered 
that some of them took a personal and active part in them. 

The elders of the Church of Jesus Christ—a braver, more devotional and 
devoted class of men than whom does not live—have not been dismayed by 
these dangers, but continued the work of the Great Master. They know in 
whom they trust. Like the Savior and the apostles of old, who taught the 
same pure Gospel, when they go into all the world without purse or scrip, to 
proclaim the glad message from heaven, they are aware that they take their 
lives in their hands. They know that if they have to face contumely, bonds, 
imprisonment, or even death itself, all will be well with them. 

The spirit of persecution that the elders have to meet, is the same evil 
genius that prompted the stoning and killing of the prophets from righteous. 
. Abel down to the meridian of time. ‘It is the same satanic opposition to the 

light of heaven that inspired those who, speaking in reference to the Savior 
of mankind, cried out, “ Away with him, crucify him,” and that incited those 
who persecuted, pursued and put to death the early apostles. Those who 
said of Joseph Smith, “If the law cannot reach him, powder and ball will,” 
and who murdered him and his brother Hyrum, and shot four balls into the 
body of President John Taylor, who yet survives, were animated by the same 
fiendish hate. It is the means used by the representatives of foundationless. 
religious systems. Unable, with the puny weapons of sectarian imbecility to 
stem the onward march of glorious truth, they resort to coercive and crushing: 
measures, not even stopping short of “murder most foul.” And all this 
because men love darkness rather than light, their deeds being evil. 


For what was Joseph Standing slain? Solely because he preached a pure, 
vigorous, powerful, scriptural plan of salvation. He, it appears, had been 
successful in making a number of converts to the doctrines of faith in God 
the Eternal Father and in the atonement of Jesus Christ, repentance of sin, 
baptism by immersion for the remission of sins, and the laying on of the 
hands of the elders of the Church for the imparting of the Holy Ghost, and 
the necessity of a true servant of God being commissioned by holding autho- 
rity from Jesus Christ, and in the necessity of revelation. Also that the 
disciples of Christ should gather to one place, as commanded in the Scriptures 
that the elect should do in the latter days, when “this Gospel of the kingdom” 
should be preached for the last time. These are all scriptural points of 
doctrine, beyond the possibility of bibli¢al contradiction. These things, as a 
servant of God, he was engaged in traveling from place to place declare. He 
was “ going about doing good,” and it was for this that he was falsely arrested 
by’a mob of Christians (7), taken into a wood and ruthlessly murdered.
